DEATH OF A PIRATE KING, 


He Was the Deuce of a Fellow, Wicked and 
Big, With a Voice Like Thunder. 


San Francisco, February 14.—A_ vessel 
just in from Honolulu brings news of 
the. death of a man whose _his- 
tory is as thrilling as that of any 

irate king of yellow-covered literature. 
Twenty-ive years ago he was a pirate king as 
brave andas wicked as pirate kings always 
are. Since then he has been a hermit. 

In the days of his wickedness and power he 
commanded a vessel called the R Cloud, 
staunch, unusally fast, and furnished with 
powerful guns. Beriodically this carmine-red 
craft disappeared from the sea, and in her 
place would come another, allin sombre black, 
and named the Black Cloud. This piece of 
theatrical effect, which cost nothing more than 
a little paint, had its expected influence upon 
the superstitious minds of the sailors who 
were sometimes sent in pursuit of the vessel. 
Most of them fully believed that there was 
something uncanny about the craft, and that 
her captain hagsupernatural help. In those 
days he was the terror of _ the 
South Pacific seas, and the Brit- 
ish government set a big price upon 
his head. Hundreds of °*tempts were made 
to capture him by fair fight and by traps, and 
by every means that could be devised. But 
he eluded all the traps, came out victorious in 
all the fights, and in every case sailed away 
with the traditional, scornful laugh of the 
pirate king. He had a Spanish name which 
rang remembers now, and he was supposed 
to belong to that nationality, although he 
spoke Spanish, English, French and German 
all with equal fluengy. At lasta young Eng- 
lish nobleman, loving adventure and desirous 
of the reward, undertook to capture him. 
After cruising around in the Pacific for some 
time he came, late one afternoon, di- 
rectly upon the Ked Cloud. The _ buc- 
caneer _— the Englishman, asking 
where she was bound and what 
she had on board.

Then acannon 
ball whizzed through the air, but it was aimed 
too high, and passed above the vessel. ‘‘I will 
see you there,’’ shouted back the Englishman, 
and a broadside from his guns, aimed low, 
sent the Red Cloud to the bottom of the sea. 

But the buccaneer escaped, and not long af- 
terward he and two of hiscrew appeared in a 
rowboaton the barren island of Molokini, 
which is near the Fa3t Maui islands of the 
Hawaiian group. It is a small, barren, rocky 
oom, uninhabited. There his two compan- 
ons even left him. and there he lived alone for 
twenty-five years. Since his landing there he 
was called only Morrotinnee, the native name 
for the island. A sailor, who has been going to 
and fro from the Sandwich Islands$for ten or 
twelve years, learned all he could about Mor- 
rotinnee, and says that he was much liked and 
feared by the natives. They carried to him 
all the delicacies to be found in the kingdom, 
and enabled him tolive a life of ease and lux- 
ury. They said he was a tall man, big and 
commanding, with a voice like thunder—so 
powerful that they firmly believed he could 
cause the wind to rise or the waters to subside.

His bidding entirely changed sen- 
timent, for it developed the fact that nearly every- 
body was short, From 80%%c, opening figures, May 
wheat advanced to 80%4c in a very short time.

Tradmg was quite heavy 
during the balance of the session, big houses being 
on one side or the other—most of them on both. 
May advanced to 51%4c, but toward noon, shorts 
being evened up, there was a reaction and May 
closed the day at 511<c. 

Oats were a good, strong market today, Specula- 
tion was based on the condition of other grain mar- 
kets, and, as there were stronger oats, responded 
with firmness and sgme advance. May opened at 
313%c and closed at the highest figure of the day, 
31}4@><c. 

Provisions were active for Saturday and a stronger 
feeling developed, prices on all speculative articles 
averaging higher, and closing at nearly outside fiz- 
ures of the day, showing net advances over yester- 
day’s close of 15c on pork, 124%c on lard and 5c on 
May shortribs. Traders who have been selling pork 
all the week were buyers, andthe Anglo-American 
party, who have bought on every preceding day, 
were sellers, disposing of about 15,000 barrels, and 
would probably have sold more had the market been 
sufficiently strong enough to take it without break- 
ing. The country houses, who bought on the recent 
decline, were selling to secure profits, and trade 
appeared to be more nearly evened up than on any 
previous day this week. May pork opened at 10.05, 
advanced irregularly to 10.52, fluctuated freely and 
finally closed at 14.1744. . Hutchinson’s buying was 
a factor in the lard market, his purchases being 
placed at 15,000 to 20,000 tierces. May sold from 
7.82% to 7.92 1-7, and closed at the top.

A TANK AS A STAR. 


Vivid Description of “The Dark Secret” by 
One Who Supports the Tank. 

Among the brightest of the young actors in 
this country is George"W. Barnum, formerly with 
Milton Noples and W. J. Scanlan, but now of the 
California Theater stock company. 

In a r.e nt letier to a friena ‘n this city, Mr. Bar- 
num gives a vivid description of the great tank play,

The 
tank you must know is built three feet up from the 
stage, and contains two and one half feet deep of 
water, making in the deepest portion eight feet 
deep. The center wherethe deep water is, is ten 
feet long by six wide, and is mar+ed off by bobbins, 
in order to guide our “Le jeune premier” in his leap 
after the heroine, who isthrown into the water to 
drown by the base “‘villvun” ofthe play. It, The 
Tank, is ver? well supported by the company, and I 
think is destined for a good mre | run. In the third 
act, a regetta is supposed totake place at Henley, 
ou the Thames. Dear old England, ‘don't cher 
know,” the stage is filled with people. 
asmail steam yacht whistles and puffs across the 
water in order to clear the course of the innumer- 
able pleasure boats rowing and splashing about con- 
taining 1g oe supernumeraries and ancient ballet 
girls, who invariably get in some one’s way at the 
wrong time. The ‘‘viilyun”’ of the play is an ama- 
teur oarsman, asis also the hero. The former en- 
deayors to bribe the latter to make a hippodrome of 
the race. The latter of course indignantly spurns 
the briber, who then inveigles the hero into a row 
and breaks his arm with anu oar in order to prevent 
his rowing atall. An effective method of winning 
a race if it was atall permissible under the rowing 
code. At this moment enters R.I. E., an Ameri- 
Can oarsmau, who consents to act as substitute for 
the aforesaid disabled hero. The scene draws 
off and discovers the river Thames and the 
race course; boats with people are passing and 
repassing; on the Re spectators: and fakirs 
abound in profusion.

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HARD LABOR FOR LIFE. 


Sentence of a Murderer at Sa- 
vannah. 


Cassidy, the Murderer of Smith, Sentenced 
to the Penitentiary for Life—Other 
News of the State. 


BaVANNAH, Ga., February 18.—[Special.}— 
Tonight at 8 o’clock Thomas Cassidy was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life under the ver- 
dict of the jury, who had been out eighteen 
hours, Inability to agree made the jury leave 
life to the defendant. A good part of the jury 
desired to hang the perpetrator of the most 
brutal murder that ever disgraced this county. 
The defendant was pale and excited when the 
court convened to receive the verdict. The 
judge referred to the strength of the state’s 
case, but said to the prisoner that he had 
been earnestly and ably defended, thongh a 
stranger in this city. Cassidy’s counsel asked 
the court to see that his client was protected. 
Cassidy feared assassination at the hands of 
the murdered man’s friends. Very few, how- 
ever, knew the jury had agreed and the pris- 
oner was quietly conveyed to jail. The last 
white man who was sentenced for life was 
Walsh, who was guilty of the murder of the 
Marshall house night clerk. He escaped from 
the camp near Augusta last summer. Cassidy 
isa man of immense strength and a trained 
athlete. He will not be likely to remain in 
confinement long, unless he takes a liking to 
the Georgia penitentiary system. 


THE SAVANNAH RIVER, 
Hon. Patrick Walsh Leaves for Washington 
to Present a Memorial. 

Aveusta, Ga., February 18.—[Special.]— 
Hon. Patrick Walsh, president of the Savan- 
nah River association, and chairman of the 
committee to memorialize congress, appointed 
atthe Savannah valley convention receutly 
held in this city, left tonight for Washington 
city to present to the river and harbor commit- 
tee the convention’s memorial. The Savan- 
nah river will come before the committee in a 
few days, and Mr. Walsh will second Con- 

ssman Barnes in urging the river’s claim 
or a good appropriation. he memorial pre- 
pared by the river committee is a strodg argu- 
ment. Jt shows that the Savannah river rep- 
resents one-third of -the navigable river water 
in the Atlantic states, while out of ten and a 
half millions of dollars appropriated by 
the government for improving these rivers 
the Savannah has received but ninety thou- 
gand. Itsets out the fact that the Savannah 
s the eighth river inlength in North Ameri- 
ca, and represents a constituenc of one 
million peopic, one hundred and fifty million 
dollars in the rural districts alone; that 
Savannah and Augusta represent an annual 
business of $155,000,000; that Augusta thas 
$7,000,000 in manufactures, and her factories 
consumed 25 per cent of all the cotton manu- 
factured in the south in 1887; that she will re- 
ceive two hundred thousand bales of cotton 
this year, of which her factories will consume 
50 per cent; that the river above the city is 
capable of furnishing four hundred horse 
power, equalin extent to the entire water 
power of New England. In addition the 
memorial embodies in a pamphlet of eighty 
pages the full proceedings of the Savannah 
valley convention and many other valuable 
exhibits. Says the memorial: 

“Consider all these facts and you will have a clear 
conception of the ur.eacy of ourappeal, and will 
readily grant that the government ought not to hes- 
itate in extending us a liberal hana in the advance- 
ment of a work which will healthfully affect a ter- 
ritory so rich in ee nego and so mueh in need of 
the complete utilization of one of the finest rivers 
on this continent.”’

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MACON’S CARS, 


Which Wl Make Noise as They Pass— 
Several Elegant Entertaifiments. 

Macon, Ga., Kebruary 18.—[Special.|—A 
short session of city council was held at their 
chambers, at city hall, this morning, in order 
to regulate the contract betweey the Central 
City Street Railway company and the city of 
Macon. The only section thatthe dummy 
line company will not agree to is the second 
one, which reads as follows: 

2. That the ears upon said railroad shall be oper- 
ated by noiseless motors. Thisis not iniencel to 
prevent the use of horse power, electricity or stcam 
power, provided said steam power can be used with- 
out producing smoke and noise obnoxious and 
dangerous to the citizens of the city of Macon or 
their property, andshould such steam power be 
used, then the mayor and council reserve to them- 
selves the right at any time to order the discontinu- 
ance of the use of such power, whenever they shall 
determine that the same is obnoxious and dangerous 
as aforesaid; and? the said railway company shall 
then substitute horse power orsome other motive 
power satistactory to the mayor and council, aud, 
on their failure to do so, when notified by said may- 
or and council. the rights granted to them by this 
ordinance shall cease, terminate and be void; and 
the said mayorand council can prohibit, by ordi- 
nances, the furiher use of the said railway or com- 
pelthe same to be removed from their sireets as 
other obstruction therein. 

It will be seen from the above that if a dozen 
citizens living along the line of the road should 
swear that it was obnoxious and dangerous to 
their property, the road could be stopped, and 
at the expense of all others who ate benefited 
by it. Atthe next meetingef council Tuesday 
night the following will, be offered as an 
amendment for above section : 

That the cars upon said railroad shall be opera- 
ted by an engine or motive power of the B.liyin 
Locomotive company, known as the noiseless ino- 
tor, and that the same siall be operate! in sic¢.i 
manner as to prodnce the least noise or smoke com- 
patible with the efficient service of the said com- 
pany. 

If the above amendment is allowed, work 
on the road will be commenced next week.

| AFTER THIRTY YEARS. 


The Romance in the Lives of 
Two Persons. 


Re-United After Long Years of Suffer- 
ing, Suspense and Vicissitude— 
; A Happy Couple. 


Crayton, Ga., February 18.—[Special.]— 
Your correspondent has recently had the pleas- 
ure of interviewing a Mr. James H. Whiten, 
who has just returned from a thirty years’ stay 
in the wild west. His experience in frontier 
life, which is full of Indian skirmishes, bear 
hunts, etc., is quite interesting; but the sepa- 
ration from his wife for a period of thirty years, 
and what led to their meeting, is the most in- 


teresting feature of his story. 

In January, 1857, Mr. Whiten was married 
to Miss Nancy Fowler, a beautiful young lady 
who resided near Westminster, South Caro- 
lina. Young Whiten was very ambitious to 
prepare for his wife a commodious home, both 
being very poor at the time of their marriage. 
He made up his mind to try his fortune in the 
west. The gold fever was spreading through 
this country at that time like a contagion, and 
Pike’s Peak was the objective point. Soin the 
following spring, when winter’s winds had 
— place to the breezes Of spring, and __be- 

ere the honeymoon had fairly waned, vows 

of everlasting devotion and fidelity were ex- 
changed and Mr. Whiten turned his face 
westward. 

After roughing it five years among despera- 
does and Indians, and having gathered con- 
siderable money, he decided to return to his 
Nancy; but notsotohbe. The civil war was 
then in full blast, and, while passing through 
the state of Texas, Mr. Whiten was called on 
for his services and had to respond. During 
his term many letters were written to the 

recious one, but no answer ever came. 

hrough an acquaintance he was informed 
that his wife had refugeed toparts unknown. 
In the soldiers’ camp, in the state of Kansas, 
the news of Lee’s surrender reached him. LBe- 
ing destitute of means on which to travel, and 
having learned through an effort to establish a 
communication that the one was dead for 
whom it was his pleasure to live,- he returned 
to Colorado, there to spend the balance 
of his days in the solitude of the 
west. For twenty-two years, said Mr. 
Whiten, “I wandered over the plains and 
prairies, my thoughts ever _— me back 
to the place where I kissed her goodbye.’’ It 
seems that his grief, instead of relaxing, grew 
more poignant. In the fall of 1887- he met an 
old friend, Joe Steel, in Montana. Mr. Steel 
told him that it was very likely that his wife 
was still living; that he hada faint recollec- 
tion of a marriage inan adjoining county of a 
Mr. Southern to a Mrs. Whiten, who had long 
since given up her former husband for dead, 
and that Southern was dead, so he was in- 
formed, and that the widow’s postoffice was 
Fort Madison, S.C. Elated by these glad 
tidings, Mr. Whiten directed three letters to 
Fort Madison, one to Mrs. Southern, one to 
Mrs. Whiten and one to Mr. —~— Whiten, a 
supposed son of his. Eagerly did he Wait for a 
reply, but none came. The letters remained 
in the oftice till one day the postmaster at that 
place was fixing to make a legal disposition of 
them, when «a countryman, Mr. John Latham, 
chanced to step in. The postmaster casually 
asked Latham if he knew any one by the name 
of Nancy Southern or Nancy Whiten. Latham 
happened to be well acquainted with 
the widow, and, by request of the 
postmaster, carried the letvers to Mrs. South- 
ern. She answered him at once, explaining 
her second marriage; that she heard he was 
dead, and expressed great anxiety to see him. 
Mr. W. at once took the train for Westminster, 
S. C., having been, by her letter, informed 
that she lived at the same old place. Arriving 
at Westminster, he proceeded to the old coun- 
try homestead, where the parting took place. 
There under the willow tree in the yard, where 
they parted thirty years before, they met again. 
Time and trouble had, of course, left its im- 
pressupon both. Said Mr. Whiten: “Though 
the black curls she once wore were streaked 
with gray, and the sparkling eve was dimmed, 
and the tint of the rose had left the cheek, yet 
she was as dear to me as ever. We are now 
living together as happily as when we parted 
in the spring of 1857. My son came tosee me 
last Christmas—the first time I ever saw him— 
and we all had a jolly time.’’ 


ARREST OF A TRAIN WRECKER. 


Wes Brinkley Caught Up With Near Colum- 
bus—Other News. 


Cotumsus, Ga.. February 18.—[Special.]— 
Wes Brinkley has been arrested in Russell 
county, charged with placing obstructions on 
the Mobile and Girard railroad track. The 
offense was committed last Saturday night at 
Blackmon’s crossing.

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CARTER HARRISON IN BANGKOK. 


An Interesting Extract From a Letter Writ- 
ten by Chicago’s Ex-Mayor. 
Correspondence Chicago Mail. 

Bangkok is entirely different from all other 
eastern cities I have seen. Elsewhere the 
houses are compacted together so as to cover 
as little space as possible, with people massed 
asin hives. This city, however, with its 350,- 
000 people, covers more ground than Canton, 
with its 1,600,000. There are but few streets, 
but they are quite broad. The canals run in 
every direction, and are so numerous that the 
Siamese are proud to call their capital the 
Venice of the East. Houses project over 
these canals, with open balconies, and both 
sides of the river for six or-more miles are 
lined with core sar, Hae oi used not only for 
residences but for business. 

People do their shopping in boats, and whflo 
a woman sells to her customer in open view— 
for all houses have open fronts—her lazy hus- 
band fishes, sitting upon a box of goods, and 
his children bathe and swim around the house. 
In rowing or being rowed about there was 
never a moment that I could not see some- 
where a bather; and just at sundown all the 
common world seemed amphibious. ~“The 
panoong is retained on when in the water, and 
is then either exchanged for a dry one or left 
ontodry. Rivers and canals are always filled 
by freight boats, forty to sixty feet long; by 
small peddler boats; by canoes of all sizes, 
from ten feet, barely holding a man, up toa 
hundred or more feet, with fifty or more pad- 
dlers moving in state with some official. I saw 
one long canoe with nearly a hundred rowers. 
Each one would dip his paddle and then lift it 
on high—a curious sight thus to see nearly a 
hundred paddlesinthe air at the same time. 
There are quite a large number of small steam 
bargesin the city. These dart about very 
rapidly. In fact all. boats seem to do s0, for 
the tide runs very swiftly, and boats going 
with its current move in the channel, while 
those going against it stick to the eddies. 

Unfortunately all of the temples, pagodas 
and kiosks are of brick, stuccoed with Port- 
land-cement, and the gems and gold planted 
into it will last only forashort time. Many 
thousands of dollars are —— each year to 
keep the entire fabrics of beauty from tumb- 
ling into decay. A change of dynasty will 
quickly bring the glory of Siam’s capital into 
a heap of debris. Ayutia, which was aban- 
doned when the royal family founded Bang- 
kok, is already a heap of ruins, its wats and 
lofty pagodas furnishing soil for the roots of 
rapidly growing tropical planis. They are not 
absolutely fallen down,butthe plants and shrubs 
are climbing up their lofty neigh, and find 
homes. The first thing we did on our arrival 
was to drive to the royal garden, where a fine 
military band plays eveiy Sunday afternoon. 
Tha music was fine, led by a German. 

The royal gardens are beautiful, one ay- 
enue of bamboos being as unique as pretty. 
This tree here grows in massy clumps—almost 
like a solid tree—these clumps about fifty feet 
apart, on either side of a long avenue, send up 
their featherly plumes about sixty feet, meet- 
ing at a less height over the roadway and mak- 
ing a perfect green gothic arch, which, viewed 
from either end, 1s as regular and far more 
stately than any cathedral aisle I ever saw. In 
the gardens I met many of the 200 foreigners 
who make Bangkok their home. 

The next day early we called upon Colonel 
Child, our genial and bright minister. He took 
us in charge, and to him we owe much which 
made our visit to Siam very charming. Wecall- 
ed on Prince Devawongse, the minister of for- 
eign affairs, who received us most cordially, and 
after entertaining us for some time sent one of 
his aids to show us the famous sacred white 
elephant and the royal wat. 

he white elephant has biue eyes, is light- 
colored, but not whiter than Barnum’s beast, 
which, by the way, did not go from Siam. The 
poor brutes here do not seem to enjoy very 
greatly their sacred bondage, but, tied by the 
hind leg, they sway back and forth and beg for 
a nut as readily as do those in our menageries. 
The oldest one wears a brace of ivories which 
would make him quite sacred to an ivory- 
worker, but munches green grass in a very un- 
sacred way. Instead of being housed in gilded 
quarters, he is tied up in a dingy stable, and is 
attended by a half-naked mahout instead of a 
priest in saintly robes. 

On our second day we ro'ved about some 
canals and then climbed the old Wat-Se-Kat, 
a huge pagoda over 300 feet in diameter, built 
of a solid mass of brick—countless millions 
being in the mass—and lifting some 200 feet 
high. A stairway leads around it. as in the 
pictures of the Tower of Babel. From this 
we had our first view of the forest-clad city. 
Below us were the crematory grounds, and the 
square in which the bodies of those too poor to 
pay forcremation are given tothe vultures. 
A large flock of these mournful birds were 
roosting on a low pagoda close by. Seeinga 
smoke we supposed a cremation was going on, 
but found it arose from burning coflins and 
rubbish. 

We then weut io the square for the pocr, 
and, toour surprise, almost horror, a newly 
dead body had just been laid on it. It was 
limp and hardly cold. It was of an old woman 
—a covering was laid over the middle of the 
body, but the head, bust, arms and legs were 
bare. Just as we entered a vulture flew over, 
then another and another. Two or three dogs 
were walking about close by. The birds 
hopped about the body, but did not seem satis- 
fied it was dead. Presently one of the dogs 
stole up and commenced to tear a piece of flesh 
from the check. Rapidly the birds closed in, 
commencing atthe eyes. The sight was so 
sickening that we alleturned and went out, 
not looking back. I saw the relatives of the 
dead squatted in a sort of shed temple 
close by, while a robed priest was reading from 
bamboo leaves thé service for the dead. I felt 
that if these, the relatives of the dead, were 
not horrified at the mangling of their loved 
dead it was sickly sentimentality for me to be,’ 
so I returned. I had not been absent five 
minutes, but in that time the vultures had 
come in such numbers that they were a 
squirming, tossing mass over the corpse. 
Five dogs were by this time snapping and 
growling and trying to drive the birds away so 
that they could get atthe feast. Presently the 
birds seemed for the moment satisfied and 
hobbled off. Then the dogs wentin. Butone 
of the attendants, seeing our disgust at the 
dog part of the drama, drove them away, 
when the vultures again returned. In less 
than thirty minutes from the time the body. 
was laid there the bloody, gorged birds flew 
off, one by one, and left the bare skeleton for 
the dogs to pull at the sinews and at the 
tough hands and feet, which their beaks 
could not tear. 

At first we were all shocked by the sight, but 
very quickly this feeling passed off. I could 
not help feeling #t was nota whit worse than 
laying a loved one inthe ground to become 
food for worms. The yultures seemed b&t 
fitting ministers—it is their calling and has 
been so for countless ages. For countless suc- 
cessions of generations they have been aiding 
man inthis way to getrid of their dead, in- 
stead of putting them inthe ground to feed 
worms and poison the waters of life. But there 
was something horrible in the dog’s perform- 
ance. He isa man’s friend and takes care of 
him. I did not after that passa Siamese cur 
that I did not feel a desire to whack him over

A FATHER’S SUMMARY VENGEANCE. 


InprANAPOLIS, February 13.—Among the 
passengers who arrived at the union depot on 
the early train from St. Louis Friday afternocn 
was a party consisting of two gentlemen and a 
lady.

When the neighbors arrived they found Al- 
row in astate of mental anguish which bid 
fair to dethrone his reason. For three hours 
he wandered mechanically from room to room 
without appearing to understand the cause of 
the solemnity which pervaded the house, Sud- 
denly he seemed to be struggling with himself 
to recall the events, then there was a look of 
intelligent remembrance in his eyes, and he 
bent over the form of his still unconscious wife 
and burst into tears. Recovering himself a 
moment later, he arose, took down his rifle 
from the pegs over the door and quickly left 
the house, going in the direction taken by the 
desperado after firing the fatal shot.

What happen- 
ed during the night isnot known,but the prob- 
abilities are that the guards fell asleep, for 
when they thought that Mrs. Arlow remained 
longer at the spring than usual, they went to 
the bed and found that she had taken her hus- 
band’s place in it and that he had passed out. 
It was useless to seek him in that wild section, 
and the officers contented themselves 
with keeping a _ close watch upon the 
movements of his wife, rightly judging 
that she would be the first to get in communi- 
cation with him.

He 
started at once, and, upon reaching Cincin- 
nati, found that he was upon the same train 
with her. Learning from the conductor that 
Mrs. Alrow had a ticket to Santa Fe, N. M., 
the officer, without making his own identity 
known, fell into conversation with her, and 
was frankly told the object of her western

SENATOR BROWN IN FAVOR OF IT 


iGiow Collector Crenshaw's Boast Made the 
Committee Angry—Talk With 
a Tammany Leader. 


WasuincTox, February 18.—Special.—I 
talked with Senator Brown tonight about the 
position to get a new public building for At- 
fanta. Ile expresses himself as highly in fa- 
vor of the project, and says if the city will pur- 
chase the present building at a fair valuation, 
hen the additional appropriation of $120,000 
gs secured, a much handsomer and more con- 
jent building can be constructed for the 
Scant. Iie says if the city of Atlanta is ina 
‘eonditio to purchase the present building, 
that they should do so as soon as the additional 
gmount asked for is appropriated. He is, how- 
‘evet, not in favorof Atlanta paying a full yal- 
cation for the building, but seems to think 
i they make a fair offer the government, with 
‘proper iniiuence brought to bear, will ac- 
cept it and construct a new and suitable 
puilding for Atlanta’s needs. He thinks the 
people should act at once and send a commit- 
tee on here to assist Judge Stewart. There is 
one thing that probably the people of Atlanta 
are not aware of and thatis that while the 
public building committee have signified their 
intention of reporting favorably on Judge 
Stewart's bill to appropriate $120,000 for the 
improvement of Atlanta’s building, they have 
not done so yet, on account of a serious mis- 
take made by Mr. Crenshaw while here somo 
days age in the interest of Atlanta.

Stewart became 
aware of the committee’s indignation, he im- 
mediately proceeded to explain matters, and 
the bill will propably be reported favorably 
on Tuesday. 

Itis reported here that Mr. Crenshaw in-

A prominent southern congressman was to- 
day the center of a group of wise and learned 
representatives in the house lobby. They 
were discussing trusts, and the congressman 
in question explained to his colleagues the ef- 
fect upon the people the sugar trust would 
have. 

Said he: “So far as the sugar trust is con- 
cerned, although two or three factories are not 
in the trust or combination, with the advance 
in price of about two cents per pound on refined 
sugar, made by the trust within the past two 
months, the cost to the consumer if entertaine 
ed for one year will, and must be, a least sixty 
million dollars, or, in other words, with a pro- 
duction of threo thousand million pounds of 
sugar,in advance of two cents per pound 
means a profit to the sugar refiner of sixty mil- 
lion dollars over and above the prices of re- 
fined sugar ruling last year. It may be said 
that all of the cane sugar refiners on the Atlan- 
tic coast, including two or three in Philadel- 
phia and Boston, will maintain the advance 
of. two cents per pound,”’ "9 

“This machimay be said of refined sugar, 
but the sugar trust proposes to go further, and 
is ge gfurther. It can and has advanced the 

rice of refined sugar, and it can and has re- 

uced the buying and selling price of raw 
sugars. Cargoes of raw sugars recently ar- 
riving in Atlantic ports and especially the port 
of New York, have found no sale except at a 
reduction amounting to an average rate of 
nearly or quite one cent per pound. The re- 
finers, therefore, control the market for raw 
sugars, as well as the market for refined 
sugars. The proit of the sugar trust is $60,- 
000,000, and the stock today in New York is 
selling at eighty-five cents on the dollar. If 
the price on refined sugars and the control of 
the market for raw sugars can be maintained 
as now, the trust can make at least $30,000,- 
000 within the next six months, double that 
amount in twelve, and soon ad infinitum.”’ 

‘Tu getting warmed up, he continued: “It 
may be that the Pacific railroads and other 
land grant roads may haye madea good thing 
outofthe government upon bonded generosity, 
but it will be hard to find any other industry 
or enterprise under the laws by which a few 
individuals can be raising the price of an 
article of prime neceesity, pocket for them- 
selyes $60,000,000, which is taken out of the 
pockets of the consumers. In fact the ques- 
tion is, wherever does this sugar trust in any 
way serve the interests of the consumer. The 
only purpose seems to be to conserve the in- 
terests of the refiners,as a@ prominent person 
was reported to have said a few years ago, ‘the 
public be d——m.’’

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LABOR IN POLITICS. 


A. Delegation of Workingmen Visit a Demv- 
cratic Committee. 


LovIsvILLE, February 18.—Five members of 
the democratic executive committee for this 
(the Sth congressional) district met last night 
for the purpose of receiving representatives of 
different labor organizations who wished the 
committee to attempt a settlement of the 
trouble they imagined to be existing between 
the Courier-Journal and the Times and mem- 
bers of typographical union No, 10. Thirty- 
two delegates, representing two labor unions 
in this city, were present. Qne of the labor 
speakers said: 

The Courier-Journal is the organ of the democratic 
party, and that organization threatens our existence 
and yours, Weare here, not as partisans in poli- 
tics, but as representatives of the workingmen, ask- 
ing you of the democratic committee, for the good 
and advantage of your party, to settle this trouble. 

The same steps have been takenin the east with 
the republican party, the city and state committees 
of New York being asked io restore union printers 
to their cases cn the New York Tribune. They re- 
fused to interfere, and the republican party, victori- 
ous heretofore, went down in defeat. 
You can draw your own conclusions. 
Lately the rcpublicayv national executive commit- 
tee succeeded in s*tiling the labor troubles on the 
New York Tribune. Next fall, with everything 
union in the republican party, itis easy tosee that 
the same condition shou!d exist in the Ccemoecratic 
ranks, if that pariy wishes to have equal advantage 
in obtain'‘ng the votes of the workiugmen. 

At the conclusion of the speeches the following 
resoulutions were presented to the committze:

gans of your party.’’ 

Chairman Shirley said that the Courier- 
Journal and Times had never been, by resolu- 
tion of the convention or otherwise, declared 
official organs of the party. THe newspapers 
were free, and he said they were all ‘‘out for 
the stuff.”’ So far as going in the interests of 
the party tothe newspapers publishers he cer- 
tainly thought the committee would do that, 
but the committee might fail in its purpose. 
and he wanted to Know in that event what 
would be the position of laboring men toward 
the democratic party. 

The answer was that if the committee re- 
fused to interfere in the matter, or fail in its 
mission, the trouble would be laid before the 
state central committee, and, in turn, before 
the national democratic committee.

THE STORY OF A YOUNG GIRL’S CRIME 


She 


Forges a Check, is Convicted 
and Sentenced to the Penitentiary 
Chained to a Negro. 


San Antonio, Tex., February 18.—[{Spe- 
cial.]—At the last term of the district court, 
Rosa Schmidt, a German girl 18 years old, was 
sentenced to two years in the penitentiary for 
forging a check bearing the name of Dr. Cor- 
coran, head veterinary surgeon at the United 
States post, in this city. She had been em- 
ployed as a servant in his family, found his 
check book lying around, and thought it 
would be an easy way to get alittle money 
and forged his name for a small amount. She 
made no attempt to imitate his ‘signature— 
did not know enough, in fact—and payment 
was promptly refused. She was 4& 
fair, delicate blue-eyed and golden 
hired girl, utterly inexperienced, and naturally 
bright and very shy and retiring. Her family 
live here, and are very good, honest people. 
Great efforts were made to secure her pardon. 
The judge who condemned, the jury who 
tried, the attorney who prosecuted her, and 
numerous outsiders signed the petition, because 
her fate has excited a general sympathy. The 
papers were forwarded ta Governor Ross three 
weeks ago, but no action has been taken. 

Yesterday the penitentiary contractor called 
for the prisoners here and left with them for 
the penitentiary. Among them was Miss 
Schmidt. She was very submissive, making 
no outcry. Despite her quietude the man in 
charge placed a chain around her white neck 
and yoked her to an exceedingly brutal negro 
convict, who goes up fora term of years. In 
this condition she was driven through the 
streets to the depot, and in this condition she 
will probably make the long trip to Hunts- 
ville. The action of the contractor has 
awakened wide-spread indignation. All the 
dailies here have treated the subject editori- 
ally in the strongest terms. Despite the girl’s 
solitary lapse from strict morality there has 
never been a whisper against her virtue. 
Journeying with such companions and hooked 
tofsuch aman, what she will be when she 
reaches the prison is conjectured. The most 
determined effort will be made to secure the 
immediate intervention of executive clem- 
ency. bars 
A WILL REVOKED, 


Because No Provision Was Made in It For 
the Youngest Child. 

MONTGOMERY, February 18.—[{Special.]— 
The last will and testament of the late Julius 
B. Gay, of Montgomery, who died in Cal- 
ifornia a few months ago, was contested to- 
day before Hon. F.C. Randolph, judge of pro- 
bate. The will was offered for probate by 
John F. and Chas, L. Gay, two sons of the de- 
ceased, It wascontested in behalf of Julius 
B. Gay, Jr.,the youngest child of the deceased, 
and the issue of a second marriage, which was 
consummated subsequent to the date of the 
will. Mr. Gay made his will in 1884, leaving 
all his property to his children by special be- 
quests and devises. In 1886, he married his 
second wife, and made a handsome marriage 
settlement upon her. He died, leaving an es- 
tate valued at $250,000, having made no pro- 
vision for the youngest child, who was born of 
the second marriage, last year, either by gift 
or settlement, and on that ground the contest 
wasmade. Judge Randolph refused to admit 
the will to probate, and in his opinion de- 
clared it revoked and void. 


The Church Can ‘Lease the School. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., February 19.—[Special. ] 
Among the cases decided by the supreme 
court today was the notable Martin college 
case from Pulaski. Thos. Martin’s will left 
thirty thousand dollars to the Methodist church 
at Pulaski to found a college for the education 
of girls. The college was built and controlled 
by Methodists for several years, but afterwards 
leased to two young ladies, who were Presby- 
terian and Quaker respectively.. The confer- 
ence, of which Pulaski church was a member, 
then claimed that the object of the fund had 
been perverted; that the church conference 
was the proper guardian of the school, and 
filed a bill to have the school put in charge of 
trustees appointed by the conference. The 
chancellor dismissed the bill, and, an appeal 
being taken, the supreme court today affirmed 
the chancellor’s decree, thus leaving the col- 
lege in control of the local Methodist church, 
with the right to lease to whom they please.

Confederate Soldiers Pensioned,

service. The amount of each pension is thirty 
dollars per annum, and also applies to the 
widows of soldiers killed who have remained 
unmarried, and to the colored servants of sol- 
diers and sailors who are disabled in like man- 
ner, by reason Of said service. The law does 
not apply to persons owning over $500 worth 
of exempt property, orto any person holding 
any kind of office worth over 3300.

RUSSIA SAYS SHE’LL RULE BULGARIA

The Movement of Troops—How the Armies 
Will be Formed—How Emperor 
William Spends His Time. 


(Copyright 1888 by New York Associated Press.) 

Beri, February 18.—Bismarck has ob- 
tainsd from Count Schouvaloff, Russian am- 
bassador here, a definite declaration of the 
czar's demands with reference to Bulgaria. 
No secret is made of the exact,characterof the 
proposals, nor of the official opinion that they 
will be summarily rejected. The’ ezar asks 
subgtantial recognition of the right of Russia 
to control Bulgaria and Romania, Prince 
Ferdinand and the sobranje are to be wiped 
out and a Russian commissioner, with 
a Turkish colleague is,to reorganize the govern- 
ment and army and control elections for the 
new sobranje. Russia further claims the 
right to occupy the principality until the czar 
deems it proper to withdraw his troops. The 
impossible nature .of these demands 
vates the situation. It is reported that Bis- 
mark has advised Count Schouvaloff to urge 
the Russian government to refrain from of- 
ficially presenting them to Austria, on the 
ground that they would certainly meet with a 
peremptory rejection without discussion. 

Count Kalnoky, in conversation at a par- 
liamentary reception last Wednesday, com- 
pared the position of European statesmen to- 
wards peace to that of a doctor watching at 
the bedside of adying man. “Our duty,” he 
said, ‘‘is to employ every means in our power 
to prolong its days, and even although we are 
certain that our efforts will be futile, we must 
endeavor to postpone the moment when it 
will breathe its last.’’ These words are a 
faithful reflection of official conviction in 
Berlin. 

The military preparations of Austria and 
Germany now approach a condition of readi- 
ness. ‘These governments can abide by eyents, 
accepting Russia’s signal for war, or waiting 
for an opportune moment for attack. As an 
adjunct to the treaty of alliance, a plan has 
been agreed upon for the co-operation of the 
allied forces. When the campaign opens there 
will be three armies in the field : One, consist- 
ing of the first, or cast Prussian corps; 
the fourth, or west Prussian 
corps; the fifth, or the Posen corps; 
and the sixth, or Silesian corps, will be under 
the command of Prince William. A second 
army, led by the king of Saxony, will consist 
of the Saxon contingent and Austrian troops, 
stationed in Galicia and Bohemia. A third 
army, under Archduke Albrecht, of Austria, 
will be composed of the bulk of Hungarian and 
Austrian troops and will form the southern 
corps. If France enters the field this plan will 
be modified, but the German and Italian 
armies, mobilized, are relied upon to dispose of 
the French. 

The acceleration of the Italian navy prepa- 
rations is dueto the urgent representation 
fom Berlin. Signor Crispi, Italian prime 
minister, has responded to Bismarck with the 
assurance that the Italian fleet will be ready 
for offensive operations. Details supplied to 
the war office contirm the reports of intense ac- 
tivity in Italian arsenals. German 
officers who were sent to as- 
sist in the preparations report favorably 
on the concentration of Italian naval forces at 
three centers—Messina, Toronto, Maddalona. 
On the island of Maddalona, which is off the 
northeast coast of Sardinia, a new arsenal has 
been established. The heaviest Krupp guns 
are being mounted at these ints. Exten- 
sive works are being constructed at Maddalona, 
which is designed to be the rendezvous of the 
fleet operating against the coast of France. 

The Russian military councils terminated 
Wednesday, after daily conferences since 
February 5th. The czar, Thursday, gave a 
parting reception to the generals command- 
ing divisions, on the frontiers of Galicia and 
Bukovyina. Generals Gourko, Koditzke, 
Drenteln and Roop, with chiefs of artillery and 
engineers, continued councils mntil today, 
when the czar gave them a final andience. 
~The latest estimate by Berlin military experts, 
based on most trustworthy reports, places the 
number of Russian troops on the Prussian, 
Austrian and Rounmanian frontiers, at over 
800,000. Along the Polish frontier, notwith- 
standing the horrible sufferings of the men, 
who are crowded in ill-built houses, troops 
continue to arrive. It is war, without the ex- 
citement of actuul confiict. Much excited 
talk prevails in the lobbies of the reichstag re- 
garding the action of the government to the 
proposed regency-bill, until the reports receiy- 
ed an effectual quietus by private officials that 
no regency was contemplated,and the splendid 
health of the emperor solves the question of 
the regency for the time being. 

The rumors which appear from time to time 
ih the progressist papers to the effect that the 
emperor is feeble and has continual fits of cry- 
ing over the crown prince, are nonsense. Ata 
semi-public reception to the officersof the 
Russian Kalunga regiment, yesterday, the 
emperor looked as vigorous as before his ill- 
ness of last year. Household officials describe 
him as working with the activity of teu years 
ago. He devotes fourteen hours daily to 
his duties, beginning at 9 o’clock in the 
morning and retiring at 11 p. m. His 
valet awakes him at7a.m.and he drinks a 
cup er top before arising. He breakfasts 
lightly at 5:30 and at 9 receives reports; first 
that of the president of the police department, 
followed by that of Horr Milmowoski, chief of 
the civil cabinet, and then that of General 
AlbedyH. He lunches at 12:30 and he holds 
audiences till 3 o’clock, when he goes out for 
a drive. He returns at 4 and 
grants more audiences till 5, when he 
dines. Heresumes work from 6 till 7, and 
afterwards indulges in social converse till 10, 
when tea is served, after which he retires to 
his study. He disposes of urgent business be- 
fore going tohis bedroom. His fitness for 
work and elasticity of mind strike his entour- 
age aS marvellous. ; 

Official bulletins, which conflict with pri- 
vate advices state that the wound in the 
crown princ’se throat heals, but his general 
condition is worse. His nervous irritability, 

rolonged insomnia, recurrent neuralgiain the 
head, his cough and constant expectoration 
combine to weaken him. The medical and 
general press teem with discussions as to the 
nature of the malady without relieving the 
public mind of the sense of imminent danger. 

The National Zeitung, Tageblatt and other 
papers concurin expressing distrust of the 
medical optimist view of the case. A fact 
impossible to conceal is that the malady has 
made rapid progress.

It was stated 
three gentlemen, his former pupils, that they 
wovld not patronize him again on aceount of 
that course. Itwasalso stated, on good au- 
thority, that one lady had left him, another 
had refused to patronize him, and still an- 
other, who had once been his pupil, had de- 
clined to go back to him—all on account of 
his teaching a colored class. This information 
was gree the yeaa on condition that he 
would not print the names of these ladies or 
er as they objected strongly to being 

rawn into a newspaper controversy. In this 
strictly legitimate way the reporter got the 
news on the second point, tending to show 
that Mr. Salter’s teaching a colored class hag 
injured him with white people. 

Ihe persons from whom this information 
‘was obtained are all excellent people, and of 
course faith has been kept with them. They 
represent the anthentic source referred to in 
the article to which Mr. Salter claimed to 
respond in his card. Their names will not be 
printed. 

One word about Mr. Salter’scard. His card 
proves that the article in Tur CownsrrrvuTtion 
was correct. The article stated that Mr. Sal- 
ter is teaching afcolored class,any that on good 
authority it was learned that it had injured 
him with the whites.

Rhode Island Becoming Civilized. + 


We are glad to announce that the earn- 
est efforts of Tur CoNnsTITUTION for sever- 
al years past, in behalf of a free ballot, and 
@ fair count for the monopoly oppressed 
people of Rhode Island, is beginning to 
bear fruit; and it now seems probable that 
all good men of that state, irrespective of 
age, color, nationality, previous condition 
of servitude, or present condition of pocket 
book, will soon be in a position where they 
can exercise the full right of citizenship, 
intended to be the privilege of every Amer- 
jean citizen. : 

In the distant past, the aggregated mon- 
opolies of the little statelgained absolute con- 
trol of it. How this was done, we do not 
know; but we do know that ever since that 
time, these monopolies have held the 
state at their disposal as a republican pock- 
et borough. It was natural that these mon- 
opolists, representing the money power of 
the state, after having gained complete 
contro! of its political management by be- 
ing in the position to disfranchise all those 
Who could not come up to the standard 
Measurement of dollars and cents which 
Was fixed as a requisite for the privilege of. 
suffrage, should turn the state over to the 


eS. republicans, as at that time—and it has not 


‘¥ changed since--repudlicanigm and monop- 
_ gly were hand in hand. Thus for years the 
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many years, thousands and thousands of 
good men of Rhode Island have been dis- 
franchised from taking any part in the 
management of the state’s affairs. The re- 
publican monopolists had the exclusive 
privilege of electing town councils, and 
county and state officials; and thus it was 
that the laws, not only of the counties and 
cities, but also of the state, were framed by 
an aristocratic monopoly which has always 
been careful to legislate for -4tself and the 
money power of the state. This state of 
affairs has continued for years, and the 
poor people of the state have been com- 
pelled to submit, or, like the Arabs, to si- 
lently fold their tents and depart. 

For many years THe ConsTITUTION has 
been engaged in denouncing this barbarous 
relic of the middle ages, which has received 
the indignant criticism of the press and 
public throughout the country. Fortunate- 
ly the democrats elected their governor in 
the last state campaign in Rhode Island, 
and while the legislature is still republican, 
the constant increase in the strength of the 
democrats has frightened the’ republican 
money power into taking steps toward rem- 
edying the oppressive features of the suf- 
frage laws of the state. During the past 
week the legislature passed a bill, which 
goes before the people for indorsement in 
April, which creates a marked advance on 
the exclusive system of ele¢tions now in 
force. It does not, however, fully free the 
state from the grip of the money barons, in 
tliat, while the discrimination against citi- 
zens of foreign birth is abolished, and the 
privilege of voting on state and national is- 
sues is extended to all properly registered 
male citizens twenty-one years of age, the 
line of restriction is drawn by requiring 
every voter in municipal clections to be 
worth an assessed property valuation of at 
least $154.00. 

Thus it will be seen that this remnant of 
the property qualification law still excludes 
thousands of voters from participating in 
municipal elections, though in all other 
elections, if the law is ratified by the people 
of the state in April, every citizen will have 
the same privilege of voting, as is extended 
to citizens in other more civilized states. 
We congratulate the good people of Rhode 
Island on the outlook, and trust that it will 
not be long beforethey have completely 
torn down the barrier which the republican 
money power has erected between them 
and freedom.

An Orator’s Minor Key. 

Mr, Robert Ingersoll is one of the fore- 
most orators of the age. He has said some 
of the grandest and tenderest things that 
ever charmed the ears and touched the hearts 
of men. 

But Mr. Ingersoll is not always Xt his best, 
and he was certainly very far below his best 
when he responded to the toast to Lincoln, 
at the Lincoln birthday banquet, in New 
York, the other night. Here the orator had 
a magnificent theme, but he failed to rise to 
its full height. Mr. Ingersoll opened his 
specch as follows: 

Oniy a few years ago our people were whippers 
of women, and there was no party with courage 
enough to speak in favor.of the liberties of man. 
In those days there were only two respectable 
classes under the flag, and those were the abolition- 
ists of the north and the slaves of the south. 

The bitter partisanship back of these 
words does not make them any the less stale 
and flat. It was a lame and impotent open-

ago, and he seemed to care nothing for the 
fact that his own people were the whippers 
of women of their own race and color, at 
one time, and the whippers of black women 
at a later date. His statement about the 
only two respectable classes under the flag 
is nothing but absurd balderdash. If true, 
it would elevate old John Brown above 
Robert E. Lee. 

When Mr. Ingersoll came to Lincoln he 
was not so unhappy, but he was spiritless 
and dull, Note these sentences: 

He was patriotic enough to defend the right, and 
no man is patriotic who defends the wrong. Born 
in poverty, he rose to such a supreme and splendid 
height that fame never reached higher than when 
she rose to plave the laurel on his brow. 

This is strained and halting. Besides, is 
it true that no man is patriotie who defends 
the wrong? One of the purest of American 
patriots once exclaimed: ‘My country, 
right or wrong!”’ and we are applauding 
the sentiment to this day. Did Fame never 
reach higher than when she rose to place 
the laurel on Lincoln’s brow? Some will 
think that she reached higher when she 
crowned Washington. ) 

The speaker went on to say: 

He never finished his education. You have no 
idea how many men are spoiled by education. 

Well, what man ever did finish his educa- 
tion? Lincoln did not differ from other 
men in that respect. Mr. Ingersoll then de- 
clared that Lincoln was not solemn, ‘‘for,’’ 
said he, “solemnity is the mask worn by 
ignorance and hypocrisy.”” Is this true? 
Sometimes a great sorrow, or the consecra- 
tion of alife toaserious object, makes a 
man solemn. 

Here are the only two flashes of eloquence 
in the speech: , 

True to himself, he was a strange mingling of 
mirth and tears, of tragic and grotesque, of Socrates 
and Rabelais, of ASsop and Marcus Aurelius, of all 
gentle and just, purest and most honest, merciful, 
wise, laughable and divine, and all these were con- 
secruted to the rights of his fellow man. He was 
chivalrically loyal to truth, and over all was the 


shadow of his tragic end. | 
* * * * _ Bae * 


He spoke not to inflame but to convict, he Yaised 
his hands not to strike, but in benediction; he loved 
to pardon to see the pearls of joy on the cheeks of 
the wife lit by the smile of gratitude. He is the 
grand figure of the fiercest civil war that ever de- 
vyastated a land, and the gentlest memory of the 
world, 

Even these passages are, as we said, mere 


flashes. They areina minor key. They 
are easily surpassed by hundreds of extracts 
that might be quoted from the orator’s 
speeches. 

Mr. Ingersoll is a great manin his way, 
but he cannot appreciate Abraham Lincoln. 
He is a mocker, light and frivolous, sitting 
in the seat of the scorner, lending all his 
energies to the work of destruction. Lin- 
coln was a man of simple faith, high aims, 
steadfast purpose and self-sacrificing spirit. 
The two are as different as night and morn- 
ing, andit is no wonder that the speaker 
spoke without inspiration or enthusiasm. 
All the way through he was pointless, ex- 
cept when he said something bitter or false. 
It is just as well. The next time a patriot 
and a Christian is to be honored, it may be 
that Mr. Ingersoll will be left out of the 
programme, If he is not, it will not be on 
account of his Lincoln address,

Prohibition and High License, 

Acting under the instructions of the Brit- 
ish government, Mr. Edwards, the secretary 
of its legation at Washington, has submitted 
a report to that government on the progress 
and efficacy of prohibition in the United 
States. Mr. Edwards has given the question 
careful study, and,after a close investigation 
into the workings of prohibition in all of 
the states which have tried it, he arrives at 
the conclusion that prohibition, as a means 
of enforcing temperanee, is ineffective and 
unwise. The keynote of Mr. Edwards’s re- 


port is struck in this statement: 

Total abstinence cannot be legislated into a na- 
tion. Menwill obtain drink when they have an 
appetite for it, and as long as that appetite exists— 
and exist it will until the world has reached a far 
higher state of education than that of the present 
time—people will be found to supply them with 
drink, no matter what risks they may run of punish- 
ment for violation of the Jaw; the greater the risk 
the greater will be the profit they wi!l look for from 
their illegal traffic, which is, moreover, carried on 
with a greater amount of adulteration than under 
all other systems, 

Under nearly all the prohibitory laws which ob- 
tain in the different states and districts, etc., of this 
country, intoxicating liquors may be imported into 
such statesand districts,!1u‘ not sold, except by 
importers in the original packages, The meaning 
of this is that the rich man can obtain as much lig- 
uor as he may drink, whe.@is the poor man, how- 
ever temperate he may be, cannot obtain a quan- 
tity smallin accordance with his means, without a 
aiolation of thelaw. This factalone would tempt 
most people, with the exception of the authorities 
charged with the enforcement of the law, to assist 
in its violation, and, as isshown in many cases 
where a law is perpetually violated, it has become a 
dead letter. This must be prejudicial. If people 
are allowed to disregard one law they soon learn to 
have contempt and disregard for others. 

Mr, Edwards thinks that if prohibition 
was enforced rigidly, and with the strictest 
equality among all classes, and was indorsed 
by public sentiment, it would doubtless be a 
benefit; but at the same time he thinks it 
impossible to ever surmount all the obstruc- 
tions which the law has now to contend 
against. He also deals with the question of 
the loss of revenue, occasioned by prohibi- 
tion laws, and shows that where license is 


refused the consumption of liquors is fre- 
quently. as general, and is never very much..; 
educed, from what it would be, if la 
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Mr. Edwards reports that high license is, 
in his opinion, the solution of the question, 
and his views, coming as they do fom an 
impartial standpoint, should certainly have 
weight in arriving at what is best to do. On 
the question of the high license system he 
says: 

It is maintained, and wit evident reason, that 
the “‘high-license system” really advances. that 
cause @3 much as and to a greater extent than pro- 
hibition, and at the same time brings about a large 
increase of revenue. As faras they go, statistics 
show that the high-license system has certainly re- 
duced the number of drinkIng-saloons in places 
where it hascome into force, and naturally the 
opportnnity for intemperance is lessened by this 
reduction. The enforcement of prohibition is not 
only not assisted, but opposei by the general pub- 
lic, whereas those who pay a high license will nat- 
urally helptke anuthoritiesin the conviction of 
breakers of the law under the fundamental principle 
of self-preservation. Under the high-license system, 
it is shown that the smalierand more disreputable 
places where intoxicating liquors are sold are bound 
to disappear, and the worst temptation of all, the 
sale of drink at groceries, lias been stopped. 

The report is concluded with the state- 
ment that ‘“‘to whatever influences it 
may be’ due, whether to prohibition or to 
high license, the cause of temperance has 
made great strides in the past few years;’? 
but this commendable advance is attributed 


“rather to the general enormous progress.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


The Course of the Northern Slave-Holders. 

Epirors CONSTITUTION: A German paper 
speaks of the late war as ‘‘a struggle between the sons 
of slave-owners and the planters to whom their fath- 
ers sold their dark commodities.”’ Is this a true 
bili? B. W. H. 
It,is. The Philadelphia Union of August 7th, 
1818, contained the following: 

“SLAVE TrRaDF.—The brig Bliss, Captain French, 
with 39 human beingson board doomed to abject 
and ignominious slavery, left Perth Amboy on Sat- 
urday morning at daylight. It is understood that 
they will be landed above New Orleans, near Baton 
Rouge, at a plantation belonging The citi- 
zens of Perth Amboy and New Brunswick ought 
not to have permitted this shocking trade in their 
vicinity.” 

In Niles’ Register, February 8, 1317: 

‘*Some inhuman speculator at New York has dis- 
burthened the prison of that city of seventy or 
eighty negroes by procuring their Ml Poacteapn A to 
be commuted for transportation. . . . The cor- 
poration has very properly ordered the vessel con- 
taining this gang of thieves to proceed without the 
limits of the city.”.—New Orleans Paper. 

In court of errors of New Jersey, 2 Halsted re- 
ports, case of Gibbons vs. Morse, November term, 
1821—testimony of Richard Adams: “, . . that 
William Stone was engaged in purchasing negroes 
thatseason; . . . saw Near 50 negroes on board 
vessel at South Amboy . . . Van Ort also pur- 
Chasing blacks; . . . they were with the ne- 
gToes that were destined for New Orleans; that John 
C. Marsh also was engaged in buying negroes, . . 
there were two or three cargoes of negroes sent off 
that season,” 

It was charged in the case of the Mary Ann, 8th 


Wheaton, p. 380, supreme court of the United States, 


that the vessel had 36 negroes on board from New 
York and Perth Amboy for New Orleans. This case 
was decided on the pleadings, 

The following extract is from a letter of a member 
of the New Jersey legislature to a clergyman in Bal- 
timore, printed in the Baltimore American of No- 
vember 11, 1818: 

“New BRUNSWICK, November -7th, 1818.—Dear 
Sir: Iam hereonmy way home from attending 
the legislature, which have passed a bill to stop the 
inhuman traffic in colored persons from this state. 
There were fourteen or fifteen of these unhappy 
blacks at South Amboy which the villians could not 

et off by water in time to escape the new law, but, 

aying notice of it, 9 A took them in waggons 
atross the state towards Pennsylvania witha view 
to get them to Maryland.”’ 

Buteven more convincing than these concrete 
cases are the expressions of the legislatures of the 
different states. In 1786,in Vermont, there was 
passed an act entitled'‘an act to prevent the sale and 
transportation of negroes and mulattoes out of this 
state,’’ The seventh section of the Rhode Island act 
of 1798 is: ‘‘Courts may allow unfaithful slaves to 
be transported toany partof the United States.’ 
New York in 1788, 1802, 1808,1817 and,1819, and New 
Jersey in 1798, 1812, 1808, 1818-19, 1820, passed laws 
against the sale of negroes out of their boundaries. 
If these laws had not been violated, there would 
have been no necessity for changing them. 


The Benevolent Home. 


Eprrors CONSTITUTION: We noticed the 
published proceedings ofa meeting held last night 
in the interest of a city hospital. We heartily sym- 
pathise with the movement, but think that the 
same should be established and maintained at the 
public expense. Among the proceedings reference 
is made to the property of the “Atlanta benevolent 
home.” 

The public generally perhaps do not understand 
that this property is in litigation, pending whicha 
receiyer bas been appointed, In order to fully com- 
prehend the nature of the controversy, it is neces- 
sary to state briefly something of its history. ) 

The Atlanta benevolent home asociation was or- 
ganized in 1874 by certain charitably inclined ladies 
and gentlemen, the object being to provide ‘‘a tem- 
porary home for destitute and helpless women and 
children, toaid women and girls out of employ- 


‘menfin finding suitable worx, and also as soon as 


practicable “to give free instruction fn industrial 
pursuits, thereby enabling such persons to become 
self supporting and of use.” 

Through the efforts of the members of the asso. 
ciation afterwards made in procuring donations in 
cash, the holding of fairs, Fiving concerts, suppers, 
ete,, a fund was raised and the property on Waverly 
place, bought and paid for, the title being made to 
the Atlanta benevolent home, which had in the 
meantime been incorporated, under that. name. 
For several years past the building has been used 
almost exclusively, and supported entirely by ap- 

ropriations made out ofthe city treasury. These

Wedo not know by what reasonin 
or by what authority he thus speaks, The cou 
has not expressed or intimated any opinion as to 
the right of the defendants in the bill to ask for 
such a decree. We are advised by counsel that 
there is no authority or precedent to be found in 
the decision of any court in America, for decreeing 
the sale of property donated to a specific charity, 
and applying the proceeds to another and different 
object. As we are advised, all that the court decided 
on the hearing of the main case, was that a receiver 
ought to be appointed to hold the property until 
final decree. And in passing on the qualificaton of 
the receiver, the court held that Dr. Tucker was 
eligible to the office on the ground that he had re- 
signed all connection with the iustitution, and by 
so holding, the court necessarily decided that all the 
other trustecs were out of office. We are informed 
that counsel representi the defendants on the 
hearing moved to strike from the answer and cross 
bill the part which related to the resi ticn of the 
trustees, but the court, cn objection of our counsel, 
refused it and held that the resignation of the trus- 
tees was beyond recall. 

We have conferred witha large number of the 
original promoters of this work, and they are in 
thorough accord with us in our efforts to re-establish 
it on a firmer basis than ever: indeed a large num- 
ber of the ladies applied to the trustees in 1285 for a 
surrender of the possession and management of the 
home, but the application avas refused. We know 
from personal conference with some of the late 
trustees that they were willing to allow the ladies 
of the association to resume control in accordance 
with the primary object of the society. 

It was in the beginning, and it has ever been, & 
work very deartous. We have spent many weary 
days, and made sacrifices, both personal and pecu- 
niary, in iis promotion aud support. We do not 
now, horcan we, think that a generous public 
would ever sanction the taking of tle proceeds of 
this property thus acquired by woman’s devoted ef 
torts, and establish a public charity which the pub- 
lic is amply able to establish for itself, even though 
it could be done under a decree of the.court, 

It will be observed that one feature of the associa- 
tion is the es‘ablisnment of an industrial school. A 
movement is now being made to start such a school 
on a permanent basis, that being germain to the 
scheme of our association, perhaps if the ladies 
would come togethcr they might all hermonize on 
this idea and let the properry be sold, and proceeds 
applied to that object in connection with the 
benevolent home. This we understand to be the 
property of the benevolent home, and the ladies and 
others composing the association only bave the 
right to say how and for what purposes it shall be 
used. We have hesitated bringing this controversy 
into public notice, but Dr. Tucker, who is a party to 
the litigation, having made a s‘atement ina ublie 
meeting relat ve thereto, we deem it a sufficient 
apology for this communication,

A Georgia Chautauqua Probably 
to be Established. 


The Matter Talked About Pleasantly—The 
aitt of K. W. Marsh & Co.— 
Salt Springs Suggested. 


For some time there has been a movement to 
establish a Chautauqua for the state of Geor- 
About two years ago there was a similar 
movement which was participated in by both 
Georgia and Tennessee. The result was that 
a cominittee was appointed, of which Mr. Rep- 
pard, of Savannah, was chairman, to deter- 
mine the location for} the Chautauqua, 
which was to fill the wants of both states, 
Mr. Reppard was in favor of Tal- 
Julah Falls as a site, but his selection 
was voted down in fayor of Monteagle, Ten- 
nessee, where the Chautauqua now{assembles. 
The location is not a good one for Georgia. It 
is not easy of access, as it is on a little branch 
line of road which makes the journey a tedious 
one. The facilities for getting water to the 
grounds are very poor, the grounds are ex- 
ceedingly dusty, and-the attendance from 
Georgia has been meagre in the extreme. 
Tennessee has supported it admirably. There 
are perhaps, two hundred cottages built near 
the amphitheater and the crowds in the sum- 


mer are enormous. 

What Tennessee is doing, Georgia can do, 
and it is now proposed to establish a Chautau- 
qua for Georgia and have it ready for an as- 
sembly thissummer. The plan of operation,’ 
as given by ‘a gentleman who is 
deeply interested in the movement 1s as fol- 


ws: 
oe W Marsh & Company offer a beautiful 
site of ten acres, which is just above the new 
Sweetwater Park Hotel, at Salt Springs, and 
fronts about a thousand feet on the Georgia Pa- 
cific railroad.

In most such assemblies a 
charge of fifty cents is made for general ad- 
mission, and three dollars for a season ticket. 
Rev, Dr. J. W. L2e is authority for the asser- 
tion that in some of the assemblies 
the attendance is enormous, the gate receipts 
aggregating over a hundred thousand dollars 
for a single season. Theéntereston the $20,- 
000 of bonds would be $1,200, and the only 
othc¥ expenses would be the running expenses 
of the Chautauqua. It isstated that the Geor- 

ia Pacific road will take about $5,000 of the 

nds, and the balance wfil have to be placed 
with private corporation or individuals, 
ITS LOCATION, 

The location of the Chautarqua will de- 
pend largely on the amount of encour- 

ement it meet with from the railroads.

Mr. W. A. Moore and E. W. Marsh 
went to Salt Springs on Friday to confer with 
Colonell. Y.Sage,of the Georgia Pacific railroad 
regarding the Jocation of the Chautauqua at 
Salt Springs.

If the Georgia Pacific road does 
not offer sufficient inducements, some other 
road may secure the location, as doubtless other 
sites will be offered.

Mr. Marsh says that he is going to have an 
artesian well sunk for the use of his hotel, and 
will have pipes run to the assembly ground if 
the location is accepted, and there is already a 
bold spring on the grounds offered, so that the 
water supply will be abundant. 

WHAT I8 A CHAUTAUQUA? 

Rey. Dr. J. W. Lee gives the following syn- 
opsis of the history of Chautauquas, which may 
not be amiss in this connection: A Chautauqua 
is simply a_ self-educating school,  estab- 
lished mainly for the benefit of those 
who can not attend college, but 
in which collegiates may refresh their memory 
to advantage. The first Chautauqua was estab-

| A TALK ABOUT DRUGS. 


Dr. Theodore Schumann Interviewed as to 
Certain Rumors About Adulterations. 
Yesterday afternoon, a representative of 

Tue ConstIruTion was instructed to ascer- 
tain the truth or falsity of certain ramors re- 
garding the eg adulteration of drugs by a 
pharmacist of tlanta, and he naturally 
called u Dr. Theodore Schumann, member 
of the Pharmaceutical board. The doctor was 
found in his place of business, and was not 
averse to talking. 

“Dr. Schumann,” said the reporter, “I 
understand that there aré some rumors afloat 
concerning grave charges of adulteration of 
drugs by a druggist of Atlanta, and that the 
board of pharmaceutical examiners, of which 
you are a member, I believe, was called to- 
gether to investigate these rumors. Is this 
true ?”’ 

“‘Yes,”’ Dr. Schumann replied, ‘I have the 
honor of nee the druggists of this sec- 
tion on the board of examiners, and as chairman 
of same, and as an officer of the state, it was my 
duty to investigate these rumors with the 
other members of the board, and to protect the 
state’s interest.”’ 

“What has been the trouble? Can you no 
give me some facts in the case ?”’ 

‘Well, this is hardly the time to discuss the 
subiect. However, I will ae that a certain 
chemist in this city was called upon profes- 
sionally to examine a numberof boxes and 
bottles containing medicines, and, after an- 
alysing them, give his opinion, based on actual 
facts,that the samples were adulterated. Yes,one 
of the chemicals showed 42 per cent of adulter- 
ated matter. It suffices to say that these 
samples, bought by reliable persons, were ex- 
amined from original packages, bearing the 
label of Jacobs’s pharmacy.”’ 

“Po you think Mr. Jacobs was aware of these 
f<cts?”’ 

‘*t do not wish to give my opinion, but the 
board, on inviting the testimony of a number 
of Atlanta physicians and other gentlemen,

‘‘No; the facts given on the examination of 
the many witnesses prove that the adultera- 
tions were not only known, but sanctioned.’’ 

‘‘“What effect would these imperfections 
have in compounding prescriptions ?”’ 

‘‘T suppose the doctors could tell you more 
about that; but it stands to reason to say that 
it must certainly be unsatisfactory to the phy- 
sician and unfavorable to the patient. How- 
ever, that goes beyond my sphere.”’ 

‘*Well, doctor, have you any personal inter- 
est in this matter ?”’ 

‘“Isit not enough that I have shown you 
what my duty is as a state officer? However, I 
have been living in Atlanta for nineteen 
years and will respectfully refer you to my 
friend, the governor, for further information.”

CENTRAL CELEBRATES. 


er ee tne 6 
The Telephone Exchange’s New Quarters— 
The Festivities Last Night. 

There was an enjoyable entertainment last 
night in the telephone exchange. A small 
party of gentlemen were invited to witness 
the transferring of the operating table from 
one room into another. The new operating 
room is spacious, well ventilated and lighted. 
It is as thoroughly equipped ‘‘central’’ as there 
is in the United States. The side-board con- 
tains 2000 wire switch-boards. The switch- 
board is constructed on an entirely new plan. 
It contains the improvements of all the other 
styles combined, and has some original’ fea- 
tures of itsown. It is a decided improvement 
on any like apparatus jn use in this country or 
clsewhere. This system was got up by Mr. 
George H. Cole and Mr. W. T. Gentry, and 
the board was built under the immediate 
supervision of Mr. George Hl. Cole, who has 
watched closely every wire as it was adjusted. 
This is what is known as the Cole and Gentry 
law system multiple switch-board, and is 
arranged for twenty-four operators, in such a 
| manner that each operator has the whole num- 
ber of subscribers before him. It is made of 
mahogany, hard mbber and metal, nickel 
plated. its appearance is handsome. It is 
thirty feet long, three feet high, and two feet 
and four inches wide. Mr. Cole, assisted by a 
large force of expert hands, has been nine 
months building this new board, and fitting up 
the new operating zoom. The room is twenty- 
five feet by seventy feet, and includes a ladies’ 
toilet apartment, and werdrobes for their use. 
The telephone inspector’s room is large enough 
to accommodate twelve men, with a chief op- 
erator’s desk, the place being fully equipped 
for. the handling of so large a number of em- 
ployes and subscribers. - This is the second 
switchboard of the kind ever built, the first 
one now being in use in Richmond, Va., and 
giving entire satisfaction. 

The Atlanta exchange has had five switch- 
boards in use before thisone was put up. As 
the business would expand the faculties had to 
be increased, and larger switch-boards had to 
be procured. One after another these were 
found to be inadequate to do the work, and 
they had to make way for larger ones. It is 
belicved by the officials of the telephone ex- 
change that the full capacity of this switch- 
board, whicltcan work 2,000 ’phones, wiil be 
bronght in service before three years shall 
haye passed. This expectation is based upon 
the rapid and steady growth of the exchange 
within the past few years. 

In the making. of this new switch-board, 
Mr. Cole had the assistance of Mr. James A. 
Wotton, electrician of this district; W. E. 
Carter, of Chicago; W. H. Keogh, of New 
York; T. P. Turner, of Richmond, Virginia, 
and W.C.and Y. A. Langworthy, of Atlanta. 
The work reflects great credit on their skill.

“FOSTER STREET. — 


A Compromise Proposed That is 
Generally Acceptable. 


Mr. Hurt Talks—Some Councilmen Talk— 
Will the Compromise Proposi- 
tion be Accepted? 


A great deal of comment and speculation 
was indulged in yesterday regarding the action 
of the finance and street committees upon the 
matter of improving Foster swt. The gen- 
eral impression was that the committees had 
virtually made an adverse report, and interest 
was aroused as to how this would be met by 
tose interested in the work. 

Quite a number of members of .the East 
Atlanta Land company were'scen, and, almost 
without exception, they were opposed to ac- 
capting the recommendation of the committee. 

“Why,” said Mr: Hart, tho president ofthe 
company, ‘I was never more surpzised in my 
life than I was at the action taken last night, 
and, for my part, I am opposed to making any 
‘further concessions to the coencil.: “I fond, 
by talking toa majo ty : of the -Taermbers of 
the company, that this is the prevpiing serti- 
ment. A number ofthem have come to mé 
nuponthe subject, and they are practicaliy 
unanimous. I regret it too, for there is no 
getting around the broad proposition that the 
longer it is delayed the more it will cost. I 


! don’t think any of the council wijl deny that 


it would be of great benefit to thecity. The 
idea is, I think, that they want to put it off— 
to lay the burden upon some subsequent 
council.”’. 

‘Well, how do you think the council stands 
on the matter?” 

“Candidly, I think they are more favorable 
toward the project than the committee. I 
might say that I am positive of this, for a ma- 
jority of the council have soe expressed them- 
selves to me.”’ 

“And will you take no further action in the 
matter ?’’ 

‘‘T have been urged to do so, and in a spirit 
of compromise Iam going to present a final 
proposition. We cannot change that amount 
of $20,000. That is the fairest proposition we 
know how to make. Now let’s commence at 
the beginning by taking a glance at the map 
of Foster street. 

“From the Boulevard to beyond the city 
limits Foster street is sixty feet wide. Coming 
this, way from the Boulevard to Calhoun 
street, Foster street is only for- 
ty feet wide. Foster street stops 
at Calhoun. If, now, Foster street were 


i. 


the city treasury—possibly to help other 


por- 
tions of the city te open up eal se yer.”” 

“ Now, state your proposition Mr. Hurt.’’ 

“To widen and extend Foster street as _ indi- 
cated, for which the city pays $20,000—$7,500 
in 1888, $7,500 in 1889, and $5,000 in 1890. The 
work will be actually completed this year, 
but we furnish the money now with the un- 
derstanding that the city repays us as stated.”’ 

“And you won’t accept less.than $20,0002” 

“For my part,no. I tkink the other mem- 
bers of the company will agree with me, but 
we have had no meeting of the directors of the 
land company to consider the matter. We 
will probably mect on Monday.’’ 

Others interested in the matter. were seen, 
and the views of Mr. Hurt .may be taken as 
fairly representative of the members of the 
company. 

So speculation was directed toward the ac- 
tion of the council tomorrow. If, at the meet- 
ing tomorrow at 3 o’clock, the council indorses 
the committee’s report, that will probably set- 
tlethe Foster street matter, for the company 
will in all probability refuse the offer, feeling 
that it has made the very best propositions it 


an. 
If, on the othor hand, a compromise is ef- 
fected upon the last proposition of Mr. Hurt 
and his colleagues, Foster street will be widen- 
ed and extended. 
Will there be a compromise or not? 
That's a question, of. course, which. cannot 


be irrevocably settled. until the vote is taken, | 


but, making due allowance for the uncertainty 
that characterizes all human probabilities, the 
council will compromise, and Foster street 
will be widened and extended. 

The assertion is based on the fact that a ma- 
jority of the council have expressed themselves 
in favor of the measure. Quite a number of 
the councilmen were seen last evening; all of 
them talked freely, and it looks as if a major- 
ity of the council are in favor of the compro- 
mise.

STORING ELECTRICITY. 


Something More About the Elec- 
tric Accumulator. 


An Interesting Talk With Mr. F. M. Delano 
A Northern Man Chats Pleasantly 
About the South. 


Among the gentlemen now stepping at the 
Kimball is Mr. F. M. Delano, who is inter- 
ested ™ the electrical accumulator, a brief de- 
scription of which appeared in a recent Con- 


STITUTION. 
In the course of a conversation with him 
yesterday, Mr. Delano was asked concerning 
the prospects for forming a company in At- 
lanta. 
“They are excellent,” he replied. ‘There 
is no doubt but that we shall get up a strong 
one in Atlanta. My associate, Mr. Carleton, 
and I have interviewed a number of the prom- 
inent men of the town on the ery. and the 
majority of those we have seen wiil subscribe 
to the stock. Mr. Carleton is now in New 
York, having gone on to join some people from 
two southern towns, who wish to éxamine our 
stem of lighting. with a view of intro 
While there he _ will 

e gentlemen from here, 
who will also investigate the aceumulator in 
behalf of the citizens of Atlanta.’’ 

‘‘How does the incandescent light operate 
as a street — Mr. Delano?’’ 

“Splendidly! There are a number of citiés 
and towns where it is used for that purpose 
and gives perfect satisfaction. It has none of 
the dangerous elements of the arc light and is 
daily, or I should say nightly, becoming more 
popular. An effort will be made as soon as 
our company is organized to induce the com- 
mon council to give us some of the street 
lighting here.”’ 

‘*‘T suppose there is no consumption of 
oxygen by your light and very little heat from 
it 


‘*‘Your supposition is correct, and applies to 
all systems of incandescent lighting by elec- 
tricity, and that is where it has the advantage 
over gas. It does not vitiate the atmosphere, 
nor smoke up the ceilings, walls and furniture. 
You can’t blow it out, and by the accumulator 

stem you get a perfectly steady, entirely re- 
Hable light that is always available and can be 
furnished economically to users both near to 
and far away from the central station. There 
is absolutely no danger from fire, and a person 
may hold the positive and negative wires, one 
in each hand, and stand on damp ground with- 
out being injured in the least ; whereas by any 
other system such an experiment would be 
dangerous, and with most high tension sys- 
tems fatal.”’ 

‘‘Can your system of incandescent lighting 
be combined with an arc system ?”’ 

‘It can, and with great advantage and 
rofit, as the accumulators can be charged for 
ncandescent lighting from the arc dynamo 

during the day or at such other time as said 
dynamo is not required for generating elec- 
tricity for the arc lights, and anysurplus gen- 
erated during the time of arc lighting can be 
delivered to and stored in the accumulators.”’ 

é‘Is there not a popular prejudice in favor of 
thearc light for street lighting?” 

‘There is, or rather has been. The are 
light was the first invented, and came into 
general use first, but now that the accumula- 
tor has become an established fact it brings 
athe incandescent light to a high state of per- 
fection and it must necessarily come into very 
general use as a street light. However, if the 
company we are getting up wants an arc light, 
we can give them what I consider the best are 
light there is. Ireferto the one made and 
sold by the Western Electric company. 
This company is by far the largest 
electrical manufacturing concern in the world, 
and everything that it puts out has the reputa- 
tion of being about as near perfect as can be. 
The light which it is making is attracting 
widespread attention, is being largely used, 
and is giving general satisfaction, though I 
will not attempt to recount its many advyan- 
tages now.”’ . 

‘*Cannot the accumulator be used for light- 
ing railway trains?’ 

“Tt canandis. The vestibule trains running 
between New York and Jacksonville are light- 
ed by it; also, the New York and Chicago 
limited. Many roads are now introducing it, 
aud for trains and the better class of steamers 
its use as an illuminant must become yery 
general.”’ 

‘‘Can it be used as a motor for street cars ?’’ 

“Tt is by long odds the best form of electric 
motor there is, as the cells can be placed on 
the car under the seats by means of a dro 
door that lets down from the outside, an 
charged there if desired without removing; the 
application of power being directly from the 
cells to the motor on the front platform. 
No overhead wires or underground 
conduits or expensive station plant, indispen- 
sible to every other form of electric motor ,are 
required. It is only necessary to fit up a car, 
put it on any road, and runit. Icould go on 
and give you enough interesting data, con- 
cerning this wonderful invention to supply 
the readers of THe CONSTITUTION with a 
column of matter a day Sfor a month, and then 
the half would not have Leen said.

Something More About the Elec- 
trie Accumulator. 


An Interesting Talk With Mr. F. M. Delano 
A Northern Man Chats Pleasantly 
. About the South. 


Among the gentlemen now stopping at the 
Kimball is Mr. F. M. Delano, who is jnter- 
ested Mm the electrical accumulator, a brief de- 
scription of which appeared in a recent Con- 
STITUTION. \ 

In the course of a conversation with him 
yesterday, Mr. Delano was asked concerning 
the prospects for forming a company in At-

‘‘How does the incandescent light operate 
as a street light, Mr. Delano?’’

It has none of 
the dangerous elements of the arc light and is 
daily, or I should say nightly, becoming more 
popular. An effort will be made as soon as 
our company is organized to induce the com- 
mon council to give us some of the street 
lighting here.”

You can’t blow it out, and by the accumulator 
system you get a perfectly steady, entirely re- 
able light that is always available and can be 
furnished economically to users both near to 
and far away from the central station. There 
is absolutely no danger from fire, and a person 
may hold the positive and negative wires, one 
in each hand, and stand on damp ground with- 
out being injured in the least; whereas by any 
other system such an experiment would be 
dangerous, and with most high tension sys- 
tems fatal.” :

the City of Atlanta. 


The Large Array of Smiths, Jones, Robert- 
sons and Other Familiar Names— 
A Curious Study. 


Did you ever study a city directory? 

No. 

Well, just assoon.as you can procure a 
copy of the new directory of Atlanta, get it 
and study its pages, and you will learn some 
facts concerning names, which will astonish 


you.. 
The directory is not generally regarded as 
affording the most interesting reading matter. 
There is a want,of continuity and coherence in 
the plot and an absence of lit¢rary grace in the 
construction of these works which have a ten- 
dency to repel and discourage the average 
render. No volumes, however, are in reality 
more widely used or are of more general im- 
portance to the community at large. 

Properly studied, the directory becomes more 
interesting than the mest fascinating fiction. 

Take for instance Atlanta’s new directory. 
It needs but a little imagination to transform 
the rather uninviting pages into a really in- 
structive study. . 

What can be more interesting, for example, 
than to find out, say—the exact number of 
adult Smiths who honor Atlanta with their

He will find 
the number of such individuals bearing that 
august patronymic, to be 377, and the discov- 
ery will doubiless impel him to push 
research regarding’ the number of 
his neighbors who are known by 
the names of Jones, Robinson, ctc., which will 
result in more calculations, the sum total of 
which reveals 284 Jozeses, 270 Johnsons, 228

4an Francisco Making a Strong Bid for 


the Location of the National 
Convention, 


WASHINGTON, 
Quite a large number of influential St. Louis 
ghen, headed by Mayor Francis and D. M. 

hield, chairman ofjthe Missouri state com- 

ittee, arrived here today for the purpose of 
mpting to induce the national democratic 
committee, which meets on Wednesday, to 
hold the couvention in St. Louis. Delegations 
are now on their way from Minneapolis, Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati and Chicago. San Francisco 
is a good deal talKed about, and will probably 
bid higher than any other place in the matter 
ofa sight-seeing jaunt. Its more substantial 
argument, however, is that the Pacific coast 
will show its appreciation by voting for the 
candidate of ¢he party first holding a national 
convention in that part of thecountry. A few 
weeks ago every one thought New York would 
be the point selected, as at that timeit was 
said the president had expressed himself in 
vor of that place. . However, it is not cred- 
ted now, and there is more than a suspicion 
that his tripto Florida this week is under- 
taken witha view to escape being drawn into 
the controversy, and evading the button holing 
of scheming committee men. It is now said 
that the present movement to get itin New 
York is being pressed by thenti-administra- 
tion men, in favor of Governor Hill. St. Louis 
today seems tobe the most favored place, 
probably on account of their delegation being 
on the ground, but by Wednesday there is no 
telling which of the points will be in highest 
favor. Itis evident now the fight will be be- 
tween St. Louis, Chicago and San Francisco. 
Californians here tonight say they have twenty- 
one votes promised them, and if that be true, as 
it only takes twenty-four to elect, San Fran- 
Cisco will undoubtedly be chosen. However, I 
can hardly credit their statement, and am in- 
clined to think, judging from general discus- 
sion, that either St. Louis or Chicago will get 
it, althcugh San Francisco stands an excellent 
chance. 

Hon. Patrick Walsh and Captain J. W. 
Dawson, representing Georgia and South Carc- 
lina, respectively, on the committee, will ar- 
rive here tomorrow. 

Judge Stewart visited both the secretary of 
war and General Sheridan yesterday, in the 
intercst of an appropriation of 875,000 for At- 
Janta’s barracks. They both favor the appro- 
priation and will assist Judge Stewart in get- 
ting passed a bill to that effect. 

Judge Stewart will tomorrow introduce a> 
bill providing that in all cases where property 
has been taken possession of by military au- 
thoritics of the government for subsistence and 
maintenance of the army and use of the goy- 
ernment, and which property has not been 
paid for, the owner of such property, their 
heirs, or legal representatives, are authorized 
to have their claims for payment adjudicated 
by the court of claims, provided that it shall 
be made to appear that the owners of the prop- 
erty were at the time minors or laboring under 
legal disability. it 

Mr. Candler will introduce a bill to amend 
the law requiring payment for horses lost by 
the cavalry soldiers in the United States army, 
so as to include infantry soldiers mounted on 
their own horses.
